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REPORT FOR THE YEAR I94I 


M. MILLIKEN, Director 


The Museum has celebrated in the past year its first quarter 
century of service to the community. In June, a Silver Jubilee 
Reception honored those who, by their devotion and interest, 
have made the Museum what it is, and a Silver Jubilee Exhibi- 
tion presented in graphic fashion the growth of the Museum 
collections, seven galleries having been arranged to show the 
development in each of the five years of that period. This bring- 
ing together of the primary material from each department and 
its arrangement together on the basis of quality, without refer- 
ence to period or origin, brought many aesthetic surprises and 
vivified in a new and effective way the quality of the Museum 
collections. 

The attendance for the year has totaled 262,257, which was a 
drop below that of the previous year, when the Masterpieces of 
Art Exhibition brought crowds to the Museum. A carefully 
restricted budget has made it impossible to plan exhibitions on 
such an elaborate scale. However, the services asked of and 
given by the various departments have kept a close relation to 
record figures. The Museum is thus demonstratively an organi- 
zation for definite uses, while at the same time it retains its 
position as one of the most important of the recreational centers 
in the city. 

The most rigid economy has ruled every department, with a 
saving in the budget-expenses of $12,961.41. Through the year 
membership has been fairly steady, as Mr. Mather has stated 
in his Letter of Transmission. It is imperative that it remain so. 
At no time in the history of the Museum has the Membership 
income been so necessary. The Museum must guard well the 
treasures entrusted to its care, and it must answer any call for 
specialized service which the government may make upon it in 
this time of emergency; it has an all-important function in the 
sustaining of public morale. 

The Jubilee year has been marked by the creation of a con- 
siderable number of Endowment Funds, by Memorial Funds 
established by contributions or bequest, and by a Building 
Fund given by a most devoted friend, Mrs. Edward B. Greene, 
who in this practical way high-lights one of the greatest needs 
of the Museum—a new wing. 


REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 


The year has been saddened by the death of three members 
of the Advisory Council, Reba Williams Baldwin, Willard 
Matthew Clapp, and Alfred Kelley. 

On January 23, 1941, the Junior Council, a new volunteer 
group of the Museum, was organized. Its purpose is to interpret 
the Museum to the public, to popularize Museum events, to 

_ promote Museum memberships, and to participate in volunteer 
activity and money-raising events as needed by the Museum. 

| Its forty members work on ten committees. The Council is 
responsible for all volunteer work within the Museum, and has, 
in addition to Council members, forty-five volunteer workers 
active on over thirty projects, including clerical work, the color- 
ing of slides, the interviewing of artists for Library research, 
acting as gallery assistants, and the sponsoring of a Christmas 
celebration. The latter event was one of the most successful in 
the whole history of the Museum. 

The most important gift in the field of painting was a charm- 
ing Renoir, “Vase of Roses,” presented as a Twenty-fifth 
Anniversary Gift by Mrs. Henry White Cannon. A Bohemian 
primitive, a painting very close in style to that of Theoderich of 
Prague, was purchased in honor of that anniversary for the D.E. 
and L.E. Holden Collection. One of the earliest panel pictures 
in the Museum collection, it has a peculiar charm in the gaiety 
of its color composition. 

Mrs. Malcolm L. McBride gave four fine modern canvases as 
a Jubilee gift. Mrs. Otto Miller gave a distinguished Colonial 
portrait of Thomas Hart Benton, by Matthew Jouett. Cleve- 
land pictures purchased from the May Show included water 
colors by Martin Linsey, James Edward Peck, and Lloyd West- 
brook; and an oil by Rolf Stoll and a water color by Wray 
Manning, both given through The Cleveland Art Association. 

The past year is outstanding in the Print Department, not 
only in the 415 items acquired by gift or purchase, but also in 
the quality of those acquisitions. Foremost among them is the 
large engraving, the masterpiece of Martin Schongauer, “Christ 
Carrying His Cross,” a brilliant impression of unsurpassed 
quality. It is the only impression known to have the full plate 
mark. This was one of seventeen prints added to the Dudley 
P. Allen Collection as was another rarity, “The Judgment of 
Solomon,” by the Master B.M. of the Upper Rhine. Many gifts 
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have come in honor of the Museum’s anniversary, among them 
one hundred and ninety-eight lithographs of the nineteenth 
and twentieth centuries, an addition to the splendid group 
given last year by the same donors, Mr. and Mrs. Lewis B. 
Williams; the great group of fifty prints from Leonard C. Hanna, 
Jr., comprised of a Diirer, nine Rembrandts, nine etchings and 
nine lithographs by Whistler, as well as prints by Van Dyck, 
Cameron, and others; the group of Mary Cassatt prints, the 
bequest of Charles T. Brooks; the gift of three Rembrandts by 
Lieutenant Colonel Ralph T. King, Colonel Woods King, and 
Mrs. Gilbert P. Schafer, and a Degas from Captain Charles G. 
King, III; the fine impression of “Le Stryge,” by Meryon, pre- 
sented by Grover Higgins; and prints from Paul M. Byk, Ralph 
M. Coe, Mrs. Malcolm L. McBride, Lucia McBride, Robert 
Hays Gries, and others. 

The Print Club has given a mezzotint flower-piece by Earlom 
and three items purchased from the “Exhibition of the Work by 
Edmund Blampied”’; it has aided the Museum by purchases of 
prints from the May Show. 

The Oriental Department has continued its consistent de- 
velopment of the Cambodian collections by a most important 
statue of Siva, an addition made through the J. H. Wade Fund. 
These collections have a particular relevance because of the 
present occupation of Cambodia. There is also an early torso of 
Buddha, of the Kushan period in India, second century, bought 
for the Edward L. Whittemore Collection. Two fine Chinese 
bronzes were also acquired by purchase. A rare item was the 
stucco ibex of the Sasanian period presented as a Twenty-fifth 
Anniversary Gift by the Heeramaneck Galleries; and a Japanese 
painting of the Ashikaga period was given by that good friend 
of the Oriental Department, Mrs. Henry S. Upson. A fine sang 
de boeuf vase came as a Jubilee gift from Mrs. Ralph King, 
whose interest has been constant during all the years of the 
Museum’s existence. 

The Decorative Arts Department has made two most impor- 
tant purchases from the J. H. Wade Fund, purchases which 
emphasize the heights of artistic creation in America’s neighbor 
to the south. These were a Mexican jade figure, pre-Columbian, 
one of the finest known, and a Plumed Serpent of the Aztec 
period. These acquisitions were important in making better

known the rare quality of the too little known early arts of the 
Americas. 

A Twenty-fifth Anniversary Gift of major importance was a 
stone sculpture, the Virgin and Child, French, about 1310, 
given in memory of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Hadley Ginn by their 
four children. Beautifully polychromed, in its delicate and 
graceful lines it symbolizes French Gothic art at one of its 
highest moments. Other anniversary gifts were a bronze door- 
plaque from Antioch, sixth century, from Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
Mallon; a Bohemian glass from Paul Drey; a sculpture by 
Harriette Gowan Miller from Mrs. Francis F. Prentiss. 

Five beautiful pieces of English silver, one by Paul de 
Lamerie, three by Paul Storr, and one by Eben. Coker, all 
given by Mrs. Otto Miller, enriched the Museum’s collection. 
Another English piece was a silver ladle, Exeter, 1741, given as 
a memorial to their mother by Katharine Parsons Lowe Fitz- 
Simmons and Frances Ellen Lowe. 

An early piece of Chelsea was added to the J. H. Wade Collec- 
tion, as were also a rare two-handled Caffagiolo vase of the late 
fifteenth century; an Italian bronze inkstand of this same 
period; and one of the few copies of Renoir’s most famous 
sculpture, “The Judgment of Paris.” A group of Cleveland 
ceramics was added to the Mary Spedding Milliken Memorial 
Collection; a ceramic sculpture by Walter Sinz was purchased 
for the Dudley P. Allen Collection; and an enamel plate by 
Kenneth Bates was acquired by generous gift of The Cleveland 
Art Association. 

Exceedingly important in the textile section of this depart- 
ment was the purchase from the J. H. Wade Fund of a rare 
Byzantine silk of the tenth century, a late fifth-century Syrian 
silk, and two brocaded Italian silks of the fourteenth century. 
The Wade Collection contains early silks of great rarity, which 
rank with those in the foremost collections. The Textile Arts 
Club graciously presented an important Egypto-Arabic silk, 
and Mrs. Edward S. Harkness, three pieces of Empire lace, all 
in honor of the Museum’s Silver Jubilee. 

Twenty-seven important special exhibitions held during the 
year supplemented the permanent collections of the Museum. 

The Educational Department has carried on with admirable 
efficiency its program of interpreting the Museum. The pro- 
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gram has of necessity been somewhat reduced with the closing 
of the various grants and with the adaptation of the work to 
war-time economy and demand. 

The General Education Board Grant for circulating exhibits 
in cooperation with secondary schools will end in June, 1942. 
The intensive program inaugurated last year with Shaker 
Heights has been continued successfully and was enlarged this 
year to include John Adams High School as well. This grant has 
been all-important in building up reciprocal relations of the 
greatest value between the Museum and the educational insti- 
tutions it serves. The Cleveland Public School system, Cleve- 
land Heights, Shaker Heights, and other suburban schools, have 
used the Museum’s facilities in the fullest way. 

Staff members have been used on a most valuable exchange 
basis with The Cleveland School of Art. Both institutions have 
benefited. The Curator of Education, as Professor of Art in the 
University, has been able to correlate in every possible way the 
activities of both institutions. Work with clubs of various kinds 
has been ably planned. The Circulating Exhibit Division, with 
the increased program brought about by the General Education 
Board Grant, has met many demands with marked success. 

The Department of Musical Arts, on a minimum budget, 
gives truly a maximum of service, supplementing yet never 
duplicating the fields or programs of other musical organiza- 
tions. This department has perhaps the largest steady group of 
supporters among the museum visitors. 

The Library meets an increasing problem each year as de- 
veloping collections and greater demands on its services en- 
croach on already inadequate space. Only by masterly planning 
has the situation been met up to the present. Some relief must 
be found with the continued development of its three-fold 
functions—the book collections, the photographs, and the 
lantern slides. 

The Publicity Department has done a most efficient job in its 
task of interpreting the Museum and its collections to the public. 

The Department of Buildings and Grounds has handled the 
routine of maintenance with imagination and tried efficiency. 

The year was saddened by the death of Daisy Weld Warner, 
In Charge of Publicity, who served the Museum devotedly dur- 
ing more than seventeen years.
